Legislature Exceeded Power. 


The federal Constitution and con­ 
gress, the court said, had delegated to 
the governors of the states the power 
of honoring requisitions for fugitives 
from justice and the Indiana legisla­ 
ture had no legal right to take this 
power from the governor and add it to 
the duties of a county judge. 
The in­ 
dictments against Burns and Hosick 
had alleged that M cNam ara was de­ 
nied a right to resist extradition in a 
county court. 
Judge Anderson Indicated if Hosick, 
who also was indicted, petitioned for 
release the release would be granted.
